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(57) Abstract: Ligands, such as antibodies, are screened for 
binding to cell surface moieties such as receptors. Multiple cell 
types and/or binding ligands can be screened simultaneously in 
multiplexed assays. The screening assays employ membrane- 
anchored electrophoretic probes for detection of binding of the 
ligand to the cell surface. 
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
